No  man  can  make  an  anonymous  speech  with  his  tongue, 
and  no  brave  man  should  desire  to  make  one  with  his  pen,  but, 
having  the  courage  of  his  opinions,  should  be  ready  to  face 
personally  all  the  consequences  of  all  his  utterances.  Anony- 
mous letters  are  everywhere  justly  discredited  in  private  life, 
and  the  tone  of  public  life  would  be  raised  in  proportion  to  the 
disappearance  of  their  equivalent — anonymous  articles — from 
public  controversy.
